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JOHANN  HEINRICH  ESCHBACH 


--'•HENRY  ASHBAUGH" 

In  the  late  summer  of  1738,  the  Winter  Galley,  a  small  sailing 
ship,  came  out  of  Rotterdam  and  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  on 
September  5th.  Among  the  passengers  was  Johann  Heinrich  Eschbach.  He 
was  inscribed  on  the  captain’s  list  of  ’’Palatines  and  others"  imported 
on  the  vessel;  on  the  same  day,  he  took  the  oath  of  allegienee  to  the 
British  King  which  was  demanded  of  all  non-British  coming  to  the  Colonies 

By  about  1747  or  1748  he  had  established  a  farmstead  in  an  area  un¬ 
der  dispute  between  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland.  Probably  his  first  land 
titles  were  granted  under  Maryland  authority,  for  the  owner  of  the  entire 
tract  comprising  his  lands,  his  son  Andrew’s  lands,  and  the  Sells  family’ 
lands,  had  come  on  an  original  grant  under  Maryland  colonial  officials; 
the  Sells  lands  were  definitely  recorded  in  Maryland. 

The  actual  location  of  the  farmstead  was  in  present  Mountjoy  Town¬ 
ship,  Adams  County,  Pa.,  but  was  earlier  under  York  County,  at  the  time 
Johann  Heinrich  made  his  home  there.  The  Maryland  claims  were  originally 
as  "Baltimore  County"  and  then  "Frederick  County". 

In  1751,  the  Sells  family,  relatives  of  the  Ashbaugha,  had  secured 
their  titles  to  adjoining  lands,  and  Heinrich  and  his  sort  Andrew  went  to 
the  courts  as  early  as  1765  for  a  "Caveat"  or  warning  order,  to  protect 
title  to  the  Ashbaugh  improvements. 

Heinrich  is  mentioned  as  "Henry  Ashbaugh"  in  the  "Historical  Collec¬ 
tions  of  Pennsylvania"  and  is  said  to  have  been  one  of  the  first  settlers 
[around  1776-1777]  of  Huntingdon,  Pa. ,  where  he  purchased  a  town  lot  in 
1786.  Huntingdon  was  then  in  Bedford  County,  and  is  now  in  Huntingdon  Co 

Slightly  preceding  him  in  his  move  were  his  sons  Frederick  and  John, 
each  of  whom  became  land  owners  in  or  near  the  town.  The  son  Andrew  re¬ 
mained  behind  in  Mountjoy  with  his  large  family.  Frederick  apparently 
did  not  remain  long  in  Huntingdon,  and  by  1779  bought  a  pottery-site  in 
Hagerstown,  Md.  But  at  Henry’s  death  in  1789,  his  son  John  and  family, 
and  his  daughters  Sarah  Smith  and  Margaret  Sells,  as  well  as  his  widow 
Maria  Elisabetha  Eschbach,  still  lived  in  Huntingdon  Borough  or  County. 

Heinrich  undoubtedly  followed  the  potter's  art,  for  all  of  his  sons 
knew  the  craft  and  passed  it  along  through  several  early  generations.  Of 
course,  he  was  also  a  farmer  at  the  Adams  County  farm. 

We  have  only  bare  clues  as  to  the  family  name  of  Heinrich’s  wife, 
Maria  Elisabetha.  Was  she  a  Merck?  Several  of  the  grandchildren  had  as 
sponsors  at  the  time  of  their  baptisms,  members  of  the  Merck  family. 

Since  this  honor  generally  only  went  to  uncles , aunts ,  or  grandparents, 
we  would  normally  assume  there  ras  a  family  connection.  Or  was  she  per¬ 
haps  a  Sella?  One  early  letter  suggested  this  connection,  stating  that 
a  family  tradition  in  the  Sells  family  stated  the  Sells  and  Ashbaughs 
had  intermarried  in  Eurpp®  before  the  American  immigration. 

Heinrich  was  inscribed  on  the  1738  ship  list  as  "age  32",  fixing 
his  birth  as  about  1706,  presumably  in  the  Palatinate.  He  died  about 
March,  1789;  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  either  a  church  record  of 
burial,  or  a  gravestone  -  -  it  is  possible  he  was  buried  on  the  son 
John's  farm,  on  Warrior  Ridge,  just  outside  Huntingdon. 
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Heinrich's  will  confirms  the  relationship  of  all  the  children  named 
below,  except  the  legendary  ''Hannah  Ashbaugh  Sells." 

The  widow*  Maria  Elisabeths  Esschbaeh,  died  in  Huntingdon  sometime  in 
the  year  1792.  Her  gravestone  and  burial  record  have  not  been  found. 

Children  of  this  couple  were  5 

(1)  John  Ashbaugh  -  [Code  letter  "B"  in  a  history  no^  in  preparation.] 

(2)  Andrew  Ashbaugh  -  [Code  letter  "C"  in  the  history.] 

(3)  Frederick  Ashbaugh  -  [Code  letter 

(4)  Sarah  SMITH  -  ["E"]  We  do  not  at  this  tiiae  know  the  Christian  name 

of  her  husband,  but  believe  that  the  carriage  prob¬ 
ably  took  place  in  the  Mountjoy  vicinity.  As  spec¬ 
ulation,  one  notes  that  the  founder  and  proprietor  of  Huntingdon  was 
a  Rev.  William  Smith,  D.D. ,  of  Philadelphia.  The  fact  that  the  Sells 
relatives  and  the  Ashbaughs  were  assong  the  first  dosen  settlers  of 
Huntingdon  suggests  the  possibility  of  a  family  connection.  I  have 
thus  far  spent  hundreds  ©f  hours  in  searching  the  York,  Adams,  and 
Huntingdon  original  source  materials  without  enlightenment. 

Sarah  probably  married  by  about  1770.  However,  her  actual  age,  etc. 
are  entirely  speculative.  She  lived  as  a  widow  at  Huntingdon  in  1800, 
with  two  female  children  under  the  age  of  10. 

(5)  [Hypothetical]  Hamiah  SELLS..  .  C"F"]  One  branch  of  the  Sells  family 

carries  the  tradition  that  their  an¬ 
cestor  Solomon  Sells  married  first 

Hannah  Ashbaugh,  and  after  her  early  death,  married  her  younger  sis¬ 
ter  Margaret  Ashbaugh.  Mo  contemporary  record  has  bean  found  to  con¬ 
firm  or  deny  this. 

The  estate  and  land  records  which  identify  Margaret  ["G"]  Ashbaugh  as 
the  wife  of  Solomon  Sells  are  dated  too  late,  in  both  the  Ashbaugh  and 
Sella  proceedings,  to  shed  any  light  on  this  possible  additional  daugh¬ 
ter  Hannah. 

Until  further  data  comes  to  light,  all  of  Solomon  Sells'  children  will 
be  attributed  to  the  wife  Margaret. 

(6)  Margaret  SELLS.  L"G"]»  Identified  through  her  father's  will,  dated 

1781,  and  through  court  records  of  the  land 
distribution  of  her  husband's  father,  Anthony 
Sells.  We  presently  estimate  her  birth  date  as  between  1748-52. 

Solomon  Sells,  her  husband,  was  born  20  September,  1750,  the  son  of 
the  Adams  County  miller,  Anthony  Sfells.  He  was  an  early  settler  of 
Huntingdon  County,  and  by  1780  is  found  as  "Supervisor  of  Highways" 
of  Hopewell  Township.  He  owned  lands  in  the  town  of  Huntingdon  as 
well  as  a  farm  in  Perm  Towhship,  on  "Warrior  Ridge",  adjoining  the 
farm  of  Andrew  Ashbaugh  ["C"3, 
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In  November,  1792,  after  the  death  of  his  father,  Solomon  went  to 
North  Carolina  (he  believed)  to  take  up  lands  exchanged  for  the 
family's  Mount joy  properties  by  Henry  Herkelrode;  after  the  dis¬ 
putes  over  state  boundaries  were  settled,  involving  the  claims  of 
North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia,  the  land  was  found  to 
be  in  Washington  Co.,  Virginia.  Margaret  appeared  with  him  here, 
in  various  land  transfers. 

Solomon  died  by  May,  1816,  when  his  personal  property  was  the 
subject  of  estate  administration  in  Washington  County,  Va.

Margaret  apparently  overlived  her  husband,  for  the  distribution 
of  real  estate  under  the  will  did  not  take  place  until  May,  1832.

NOTE:  The  Immigrant  Ancestor,  Johann  Heinrich  Eschbaeh,  is  designated  "A" 

in  the  History  now  under  preparation,  and  because  we  believe  this  son  to  be 
hie  first  child,  he  is  designated  as  "B".  All  his  descendants  will  be  iden¬ 
tified  by  a  number  commencing  with  the  letter  B. 

Parentage :  Father  -  The  immigrant  (1738)  Johann  Heinrich  Eschbaeh  (lived 

1706-1789)  who  made  his  home  in  York  (now  Adams)  County,  Pennsylvania, 
and  removed  from  there  when  very  mature,  about.  1774,  to  Huntingdon  Town, 

Bedford  (now  Huntingdon)  County,  Pa.  Mother:  Maria  Elisabeths _ _ _  ___ 

who  died  in  1792,  and  whose  maiden  name  and  parentage  we  seek. 

Birth :  Estimating  from  his  children's  ages,  probably  about  1740-44.  The 

record  of  his  birth  and  christening  badly  needed. 

Marriage :  Date  and  place  needed.  Estimated  1767-probably  in  the  Mount  joy 
area,  where  his  parents  had  settled  long  before  he  reached  manhood. 

Wif  e :  Catharina  _ _ _ [perhaps  Merck  -  for  the  only  two  of  their  children 

whose  christening  record  we  have  found  were  godchildren  of  the  lV*erck  or 
— in  the  Germanized  form,  Merklin* —  family.  This  is  generally  a  highly 
indicative  clue.] 

Family  Homes:  -  Apparently  did  not  own  land  in  the  York/Adams  County  area. 
Question--  Did  this  couple  make  home  with  the  father  Henry,  or  with 
the  wife's  parents,  since  not  taxed  separately  and  not  owning  property 
separately?  Bought  lot  51  in  Huntingdon  adjacent  to  his  lather,  brother 
and  certain  in-laws.  Also  owned  lands  and  a  distillery  on  Warrior  Ridge 
outside  Huntingdon.  Seems  to  have  lived  in  home  of  one  of  his  sons  afie 
removal  to  Ohio,  although  none  of  the  public  lands  were  available  f oi 
sale,  only  by  "squatting"  at  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  Fairfield  County 

Occupation :  Farmer,  Distiller,  and  perhaps  Potter.  [His  brothers,  nephews, 

and  some  of  his  grandsons  followed  the  latter  craft.]  John  vras  a  con¬ 
temporary  of  and  perhaps  an  associate  of  the  Pennsylvanians  who  took 
part  in  the  "Whiskey  Rebellion"  in  revolt  against  manufacturing  and  exci 
taxes.  (Tn  the  course  of  this,  the  old  Huntingdon  court  was  burned,  and 
many  of  the  early  important  records  destroyed,) 

Religion:  Probably  raised  in  the  German  Reformed  Church  but  some  connection 

with  Lutherans  and  Presbyterians  after  marriage .  Children  belonged  to 
Reformed  congregations  in  Ohio. 

Estat  e :  No  record  of  probate  in  Fairfield  County,  Ohio.  He  had  sold  his 
Pennsylvania  lands  several  years  before  migration  to  Ohio  and  seems  to 
have  held  no  real  property  for  distribution  at  death. 

Family  Bible:  None  found  to  dato.  Urgently  sought . 

Death :  Date  needed.  No  monument  found  among  the  old  stones  in  vicinity  of 

last  home  in  Rushcreek.  He  had  disappeared  from  the  local  scene  much 
before  the  1820  Census,

Parents'  home  farm  is  located  in  Mount  joy  Township,  York  County 
[the  area  is  not  in  Adams  County]  Penna.  Indications  are  that 
they  are  early  residents,  with  established  rights  before  the  first 
formal  land  surveys  which  commence  about  this  period*  At  this  time, 
the  entire  area  is  subject  to  dispute,  being  considered  by  the 
local,  authorities  as  a  part  of  Maryland,  with  most  of  the  original 
land  privileges  having  been  acquired  under  Maryland  grants  and 
patents  * 

Estimated  year  of  marriage . 

Estimated  year  birth  of  first  child,  Andrew.  It  is  interesting  that 
the  eldest  child  in  most  German  families  bear’s  the  paternal  grand¬ 
father's  Christian  name,  as  in  this  case. 

Estimated  year  of  birth  of  another  son,  Jacob. 

First  formal  record  yet  found,  of  John  and  wife*  This  is  the  chris¬ 
tening  in  Germany  Township,  near  Mount  joy  Township,  of  the  daughter 
Hannah*  By  German  traditional  custom,  this  should  indicate  that 
John's  mother-in-law  was  also  a  Hannah  _ _ _ * 

A  tax  list  is  made  up  for  the  Huntingdon  town  and  surrounding  lots 
and  acreage.  John  does  not  appear*  Tax  lists  for  ^ork  fount  y  of 
this  period  have  apparently  not  been  preserved,  if  in  fart  they  were 
made  up  at  all.  The  local  people  had  gone  into  armed  rebellion  against 
certain  tax  collectors  from  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  claiming  no 
allegience  except  to  Maryland |  attempts  at  tax  collection  were  deferred 
pending  settlement  of  the  boundary  dispute. 

Son  John  is  born  16  April,  and  christening  takes  place  6  November,  at 
Germany  Township,  York  County* 

John  Ashbaugh  (name  mis-spelled  -Tshbaugh,  to  match  the  German  sound 
"Each" )  appears  during  this  year  on  the  Huntingdon  tax  list.  See 
Pennsylvania  Archives  Ser.  ITT  Vol ,  22  P.  74*  Taxed  5  shillings 
7  pence  Provincial  Tax  and  2&9d  Rent  Tax,  Bar r oe  Township,  Bedford 

County . 

We  must  thus  believe  that  John  went  up  to  Huntingdon  sometime  in  1774, 
and  that  his  family  did  not  join  him  until  after  the  christening  that 
winter . 

John  again  appears  as  "Tshbaugh”  on  the  Barree  Township  lists,  as  a 
"Renter."

Taxed  0.5.11  Provincial  Tax  in  Huntingdon. 

Taxed  in  Huntingdon  Borough  -  1  house,  1  lot,  2  horses,  2  cattle. 

Taxed  on  1  dwelling  house,  with  9  residents  in  home. 

There  are  only  96  white  males  in  Huntingdon  township,  per  a  note 
in  an  early  history.  Presumably  this  was  a  "military  fitness" 
enrollment  we  are  anxious  to  learn  what  list  was  used,  since 

it  would  probably  have  listed  all  males  over  16  by  name  and  would  be 
valuable  to  our  knowledge  of  the  Ashbaugh, .  Sel  la ,  and  related  famil¬ 
ies  at  this  period. 

Obtains  a  patent  on  50  acres  land  -  14  March  -  in  Bedford  County. 

John  Ashbaugh  and  Jacob  Ashbaugh  serve  as  "Rangers  on  the  Frontier" 
from  Bedford  County,  enlisted  to  guard  against  Indian  attacks  from 
the  Ohio  regions.  Question:  Was  this  John  Senior  or  his  son  John 
Junior,  serving  with  the  son  Jacob?  Many  young  men  in  early  ‘teens 
went  out  against  the  Indians,  but  John  Jr.  at  13  seems  a  little  young. 

Huntingdon  County  is  erected  from  Bedford,  encompassing  the  town  of 
Huntingdon  as  well  as  the  Warrior  Ridge  area,  etc.  John  Ashbaugh 
appears  on  the  tax  lists  for  the  new  county,  holding  a  220  acre 
"Manor"  and  a  distillery,  in  Onieda  Township. 

The  "Statement  of  Account"  prepared  for  Huntingdon  Borough's  founder, 
the  Rev.  William  Smith,  O.D.,  shows  that  John  Ashbaugh  was  the  origina 
holder  of  14-3/4  acrew  which  are  now  held  by  Archibald  Ramsey,  John 
is  taxed  this  year  on  300  acres  in  Huntingdon  County,  within  the  newly 
created  "Penn  Township"  -  also  4  horses,  4  cattle,  1  still.  Total 
value  £  338.00.0  Tax  16a6d.  He  also  still  held  1  house  and  1  lot  in 
the  town. 

John  is  the  administrator  of  his  father's  estate,  in  Huntingdon. 

He  inherits  father's  house  and  lot,  subject  to  his  mother's  use  of 
same  until  her  death. 


John  subscribes  ?s6d  for  annual  support  of  a  Presbyterian  minister  to 
be  called  to  Huntingdon, 

The  youngest  of  his  children  born  by  this  year* 

Taxed  on  220  acres,  value  Z  102,  tax  5slld;  also  taxed  on  4  horned 
cattle,  1  house,  1  lot. 

Appears  in  first.  Federal  Census;  total  12  in  household.  (3  white 
males  over  16,  including  self;  4  white  males  up  to  16;  5  females 
of  all  ages,  including  wife.)  This  corresponds  with  the  list  of 
names  quoted  in  later  mentions  of  family.  The  three  elder  males 
would  have  been  John  Senior,  Andrew,  and  Jacob;  John  Jr.  became 
16  during  the  year. 

Taxed  this  year,  and  his  son  Jacob  is  the  first  of  his  sons  to  reach 
the  tax  lists.  One  of  his  daughters,  Hannah,  marries  this  year,  in 
Huntingdon . 
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1792  Taxed  On  259  acres,  2  horses,  4  horned  cattle,  one  still.  9a  5d. 
Secures  title  to  his  lot  31. 

7  September,  John  and  wife  Catharine  sell  their  home  lot,  No.  51, 
as  well  as  lot  50,  which  had  been  inherited;  thus  we  know  the  mother 
has  died.  Obtains  t  50.  for  the  two,  sold  to  a  John  Adams. 

1793  Taxed  on  270  acres,  3  horses,  4  horned  cattle,  at  value  t  192.  Also 
one  still  taxed  at  t  10. 

10  May,  sells  Springfield,  his  manor  on  Warrior  Ridge,  described  in 
the  deed  as  “adjoining  Solomon  Sells'1  -  who  was  a  brother-in-law. 

Wife  Catharine's  name  not  on  the  deed  as  relinquishing  dower. 

1794  etc  -  Not  found  in  the  Huntingdon  County  tax  lists,  nor  are  any  of 

his  sons. 

1799  Quotation  from  Page  192,  C.  M.  L.  Wiseman's  History  (publ.  1901) 
“Pioneer  Period  and  Pioneer  People  of  Fairfield  County,  Ohio." 

"The  Ashbaugh  Family  of  Rushcreek  left  Huntingdon  Co.,  Pa.,  in  the 
fall  of  1799,  for  the  Ohio  country,  and  arrived  safely  at  the  cabin 
of  Col.  Samuel  Carpenter,  Dec.  31,  1799,  where  they  remained  over¬ 
night.  That  night  a  child  was  born  to  one  of  the  families,  and  was 
named  David  Ashbaugh.  The  parents  were  John  Jr.  and  Catharine  Miller 
his  wife.  The  family  that  left  Pennsylvania  consisted  of  John  Ash¬ 
baugh  Sr.  and  wife  and  their  son a  Jacob,  Joseph,  Frederick,  and 
Andrew  and  his  two  daughters  Mary  and  Patsy,  and  John  Ashbaugh  jr. 
and  wife.  --- —  The  party  floated  down  the  Ohio  from  Pittsburgh 
on  flatboats  or  family  boats,  landing  at  the  mouth  of  the  Hockhock- 
ing.  The  men  came  up  the  valley  on  foot  and  on  horseback,  and  the 
women,  with  the  goods,  in  canoes,  to  the  mouth  of  Push  Creek.  Here 
the  goods  were  placed  upon  pack  horses  and  the  party  made  their  way 
to  Col.  Carpenter's  cabin  on  foot.  From  Carpenter's  they  travelled 
through  the  woods  -  to  a  spot  near  Bremen.  Here  a  small  plat  of 
ground  had  been  cleared  the  previous  spring  by  Joseph  Miller,  John 
and  Joseph  Ashbaugh  - 

1800  John  Ashbaugh  and  his  son  Andrew  sign  a  petition  to  the  United 
States  Congress,  asking  equitable  treatment  for  the  settlers  who 
had  come  out  at  the  invitation  of  the  government,  had  taken  up 
lands,  and  now  were  about  to  lose  them  through  public  vendue  to 
“speculators"  who  had  not  done  actual  pioneering.  “Petition  of 
Earliest  Settlers  on  the  Bhio  Lands,  between  the  Muskingum  and  the 
Scioto  Rivers." 

1804  One  “John  Ashbaugh'1  appears  on  Voters'  list  of  Fairfield  County, 

Ohio,  which  included  Rushcreek  and  Bremen  areas.  Was  this  Senior 
or  Junior? 
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Children  of  John  and  Catharine  Ashbaugh: - 

The  numbers  shown  adjacent  to  each  name  are  the  numbers  which  will  V>e 
used  for  identification  in  the  History  now  under  preparation. 

ANDREW  ASHBAUGH  CD-I]  Born  1768  (approximately)  per  Census  records. 

He  does  not  appear  in  any  reference  in  Huntingdon  County;  however,  a 
family  tradition  says  he  had  married  in  Huntingdon  and  left  behind  a 
wife  and  two  daughters  when  the  family  party  went  out  to  Ohio.  Neither 
tax  lists  or  census  records,  or  any  record  of  any  type,  have  ever  confirmed 
this.  It  seems  out  of  character  for  anyone  of  John  Ashbaugh' s  family;  all 
were  upright  and  of  fine  reputation,  industry,  and  character.  Further, 
Andrew's  family  relations  in  Fairfield  and  Perry,  and  his  exemplary  upbring¬ 
ing  of  his  large  family,  seem  to  rule  out  such  a  possibility.  However,  .t 
is  possible  that  a  young  wife  had  died,  or  remained  temporarily  behind;  in 
such  case,  there  should  have  been  some  mention  of  any  children  in  connection 
with  the  administration  of  Andrew's  estate.  This  tradition  needs  resolution. 

Andrew  married  Hester  Ray  21  May,  1807,  in  Fairfield  County.  We  do  net  mow 
the  name  of  her  father,  who  may  have  brought  his  entire  family  out  ot  Chii 
but  died  before  deeds  and  patents  could  be  secured  to  lands.  The  U.  S.  1  »nd 
Office  issued  a  patent  the  mother,  "Hester  Ray  Senior"  and  to  her  hrooc  t  f 
children,  including  "Hester  the  younger"  who  married  Andrew. 

Both  Andrew  and  Hester,  or  Esther  per  her  gravestone,  are  buried  in  Old 
Bethel  Churchyard,  in  Perry  County.  Andrew  died  10  May,  1852,  and  Esth  ;  , 

18  July,  1862. 

After  the  birth  of  most  of  the  children  in  the  family,  Andrew  moved  away  from 
Fairfield  (County  about  1825,  settling  in  Jackson  Township,  Perry  County.  He 
sold  the  old  farm  in  Fairfield  to  his  younger  hrother  Frederick.  He  is  found 
in  connection  with  several  land  transactions  in  Perry,  where  his  will  a  .  I 
probate  records  are  also  filed.  Children:- 

B-12  John  Aahbaugh  -  born  24  October,  .1818,  Rushcreek  Township  (as  lure 
all  except  the  two  youngest  children.)  Married  33  January,  1839 
Mary  Beery  of  Fairfield;  raised  3  children.  Died  10  Nov.,  1895, 

B-13  Elizabeth  Ashbaugh  -  Born  1810;  died  before  1849.  Married  Henry 
Orndorff  (history  called  him  "George".)  Details  needed. 

B-14  William  Ashbaugh  -  born  1812;  died  1892.  Married  14  March,  183), 
Julia  Ann  Cohagen,  raising  9  children  in  Perry  County. 

B-15  George  Ashbaugh  -  Identified  only  by  an  entry  in  William's 

marriage  license:  "Brother  George  Ashbaugh  is  present  and  says  aJi 
right."  He  must  have  died  childless  before  1849,  the  date  of  Andrew's 
will.  Four  of  Andrew's  children  named  sons  George,  probably  in  ms 
memory.  I  have  arbitrarily  placed  in  the  "year  gap"  between  William 
and  Samuel. 

B-16  Samuel  Ashbaugh  -  born  1819;  d,  1864.  Married  1  Feb.,  1844, 

Clarissa  Adcock.  6  children,  4  with  large  families.  She  was  the 
sister  of  Washington  Adcock  who  married  Samuel's  sister  Catharine,

B-17  James  Saxton  Ashbaugh  -  born  18  August,  1821;  died  24  Jan.,  1887. 
Married  (1st) 6  May,  1847,  Elizabeth  Brown;  two  children,  both 
raising  families.  Married  (2nd)  4  August,  1854,  Margaret  Ann  Huston. 

11  children  came  of  this  second  marriage,  most  raising  large  families. 

B~18  Catharine  Aahbaugh  -  b.  1822;  death  information  lacking.  Married 

31  Jan. ,  1841,  Washington  Adcock.  This  prosperous  farmer  gave  indiv¬ 
idual  farms  to  each  of  his  children  (of  whom  there  were  12)  and  left 
a  large  estate  at  death. 

B-19  Mary  Jane  Ashbaugh  -  born  1823;  death  data  lacking.  Married  John 

Cohagen,  brother  of  Julia  Ann,  3  January,  1839.  At  least  6  children. 
The  family  disappears  from  Ohio  shortly  after  1850;  details  sought. 

B-20  Abraham  R.  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1824  -  Married  Susan  Linton  15  Nov. 1851. 

^hi s  f ami 1 y  and  many  of  the  Linton  in-laws  moved  to  Tama  County,  Iowa. 
Two  sons  born  in  Ohib;  the  Iowa  data  must  still  be  searched  out. 

B-21  Robert  H.  Ashbaugh  -  bora  1830,  Jackson  Township,  Perry  County. 

Married  4  September,  1856,  Emeline  A  Butin.  Served  in  Civil  War, 
sickened,  and  died  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  leaving  widow  and  a  son  George. 

B-22  Margaret  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1833;  d.  before  1849.  Married  19  Jan.,  1837, 
Anderson  Crooks.  Two  children,  Andrew^  and  Jemima  Ann  who  married 
John  M.  Bonham.  Moved  to  Shawnee  Co.,  Kansas.  Anderson  Crooks  marr. 
again,  20  Dec.,  1849,  Jane  Larimer.  Question:-  Had  he  earlier  marr. 

Ann  Weatherly,  1832,  under  the  name  Andrew  Crooks? 

JACOB  ASHBAUGH  [B-2]  b.  about  1770,  in  Mountjoy  or  Germany  Township,  York 
(now  Adams)  County,  Pa.  Was  taken  with  parents  to  Huntingdon,  Pa., 
when  a  very  small  child.  Served  as  a  ’’Ranger"  on  the  frontier,  against 
Indians,  from  Bedford  County  in  1782.  Was  taxed  as  an  adult  in  Hunting 
don  in  1791.  Estate  tax  1  penny;  County  tax  3  pence.] 

We  find  him  mentioned  as  one  of  the  party  going  to  Ohio  in  the  winter 

1799-1800,  It  was  not  until  1825,  however,  that  he  owned  lands  -  -  a 

patent  from  the  U.  S.  Government  for  80  acres  in  what  became  Pike  Township, 
Perry  County,  Ohio* 

Jacob  appears  in  the  first  extant  Federal  Census  of  Fairfield  County,  in  1820, 
as  head  of  a  household  with  wife,  4  other  males,  and  one  other  female;  he  was 
"aged  over  45.”  In  1830  he  was  "aged  between  50  and  60”,  with  wife  40/50, 

4  other  males,  and  6  other  females.  In  1840  he  is  60-70,  wife  is  50-60; 

1  other  adult  male  and  1  other  adult  female,  and  7  younger  people  in  household 

If  we  assume  all  the  members  of  Jacob's  household  at  the  1820  Census  to  be 
his  immediate  family,  he  must  have  married  while  still  at  Huntingdon,  for 
there  would  appear  to  be  a  ’’son”  and  2  "daughters”  too  old  to  come  from  the 
two  marriages  recorded  for  him  in  Fairfield  County.  Against  that,  we  must 
offset  the  narrative  in  the  Wiseman  history,  which  infers  that  the  ohly  son 
to  bring  out  a  wife  was  John  Junior.  The  marriages  in  Fairfield  were: 

(l)  To  Elizabeth  Spohn,  5  April,  1807.  She  was  apparently  the  daughter  of 
Adam  Spohn  and  wife  Katherine  Binkley,  pioneers  of  that  part  of  Fairfield 
which  was  to  become  Perry  County.  Adam  is  found  as  a  voter  in  1818-  Jackson 
Towhship,  Perry.  (2)  To  ^ary  Mineh&rt,  29  August,  1815.  Her  parentage 
needed,  for  there  were  already  many  Mineharts  in  the  vicinity.  Birth  and 
death  dates  needed  for  both  wives. 
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Neither  Jacob  nor  Mary  lived  in  Perry  Co.  by  the  taking  of  1850  census; 

probably  moved  West,  or  to  Kentucky  as  per  the  Wiseman  history.  "The  family 

lost  all  trace  of  them  and  their  descendants." 

We  can  be  sure  of  only  the  following  child:- 

B-29  Andrew  Ashbaugh  -  b.  ca. 1807-08.  In  1843,  just  a  month  after 

his  marriage  to  Patty  Donaldson,  Andrew  received  a  gift  of  land  by 
Deed  from  Jacob  and  wife  Mary,  "for  love  which  Jacob  bears  for  his 
son."  In  1848,  Jacob  and  Mary  deeded  their  entire  place  of  land, 
including  this  part  which  had  earlier  been  transferred  to  Andrew, 
to  an  outsider.  Question:  Had  aon  Addrew  died  by  1848,  or  did  he 
go  to  make  a  home  in  the  new  country,  and  send  for  father  and  family 
to  join  him? 

From  collateral  deeds,  we  find  that  this  is  the  same  Andrew  who  marr. 
1st,  25  Nov.,  1830,  Dinah  Forsythe,  and  2nd,  Martha  R,  Donaldson, 
daughtter  of  Ebeneezer  Donaldson  of  Perry  County.  Martha,  (Patty) 
had  first  married  a  Mr.  Stevens;  no  data.  Andrew  and  Patty  had  at 
least  one  daughter,  Mary  Ashbaugh,  who  married  J.  F.  Morgan. 

Additionally,  we  question  whether  one  or  more  of  the  following  are  of 
Jacob:- 

B _  Jacob  Ashbaugh  -  born  1794,95.  He  appears  with  wife  Catharine, 

in  one  single  census  entry,  Fairfield  County,  1850.  Appended  here 
because  it  would  have  been  logical  for  Jacob  to  have  a  son  Jacob . 

B  Simeon  Ashbaugh  -  born  3  September,  1821;  died  28  Nov.,  1857.  Lived 

in  Pike  Township  as  a  close  neighbor  of  Jacob.  Graham's  "History 
of  Fairfield"  states  that  he  came  from  Pennsylvania,  lived  f or  a 
while  in  Fairfield  CoUnty,  and  then  moved  to  ^erry  arid  raised  family. 
This  would  agree  with  the  supposition  that  Jacob  had  one  son  born 
in  Penna.  before  the  migration,  and  would  seem  to  be  supported  by 
the  1820  census  cited  above,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  Jacob  headed 
a  taxable  household  in  Huntingdoh.  Simeon  married  8  .^pril,  1845, 

Anna  Blair,  and  had  William  H.  Ashbaugh,  J.  Roswell  Ashbaugh,  and 
Charles  F.  Ashbaugh  (marr.  1.  Amanda  fteddice,  2,  Lucy  T.  Sands.) 

After  Simeon's  death,  Anna  married  John  Holland. 

B _  Isaac  Ashbaugh  -  born  1830.  Appears  in  vicinity  of  Jacob's  Perry 

Co.  home  in  1850  census  -  as  a  single  man,  hired  hand  (?)  in  a 
stranger's  home.  By  elimination,  he  must  have  come  either  of  Jacob 
or  of  John  Junior  [B-4l. 

Here  we  find  a  possible  clue  to  the  identity  of  the  Isaac  Ashbaugh 
who  lived  for  a  time  in  LaGrange  County,  Indiana,  and  finally  made 
his  home  as  pioneer  and  builder  in  Fayette  County,  Iowa.  A  brick- 
maker;  married,  and  died  childless  ewcept  for  an  adopted  daughter, 
"Vina"  Ashbaugh.  Note  that  several  nephews  and  nieces  of  Jacob  Sr. 
moved  to  LaGrange  County,  Ind. 
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HANNAH  ASHBAUGH  [8-3]  Born  16  March,  1772;  chr.  in  St.  Johns  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  Germany  Township,  York  County,  on  21  June,  1772.  Died 
14  July,  1822,  Huntingdon,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.  Married  at  Huntingdon, 
in  1791,  James  Saxton,  son  of  George  Saxton  and  wife  Sarah  Harlan  or 
Flavian.  Gravestones  for  both  are  still  standing  in  the  old  cemetery  in  the 
heart  of  Huntingdon.  This  is  an  illustrious  family,  with  many  prominent 
descendants  taking  prominent  positions  in  the  academic,  scientific,  and 
political  field.  Numerous  family  accounts  have  been  published,  and  I  will 
make  no  attempt  to  duplicate  the  work.  Their  children:- 

3-35  John  Saxton  1792-1871.  M&rr.  Margaret  Laird.  One  of  their  sons, 

James,  was  father  of  Ida  Saxton,  the  wife  of  PRESIDENT  WILLIAM  MC  KINLEY. 

B-36  George  Saxton  -  1793-1819.  Unmarried. 

B-37  Rebecca  Saxton  -  1795-1884.  Married  Christian  Pieghtal. 

B-38  Ruth  Saxton  -  b.  1798;  died  aa  an  infant. 

B-39  Joseph  Saxton  -  1799-1873.  Married  Mary  Abercrombie. 

B-40  Peninah  Saxton  -  1801-1872.  M.arried  Mordecai  Barry. 

B-41  Wilson  Lee  Saxton  -  1803-1825.  Unmarried. 

B-42  James  Saxton  -  1805-1873.  Married  Mary  Ann  Fockler. 

B-43  Joshua  Saxton  -  1807-1890.  Married  Margaret  Hemphill. 

B-44  Catharine  Saxton  -  1810-1828.  Unmarried. 

B~45  William  Asbury  Saxton  -  1817-1895.  Married  Sarah  Abercrombie. 

JOHN  ASHBAUGH.  JUNIOR  [8-4]  Born  16  April,  1774,  York  (now  Adams)  County, 

Pa.  Christened  6  Nov.,  1774,  at  St.  Johns  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
Germany  Township,  York.  Was  probably  taken  that  same  winter  to  the 
new  family  home  in  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  where  he  grew  to  manhood,  and  where 
he  married,  about  1796/97,  Catharine  Miller  (1775-1852)  daughter  of  Joseph 
Miller  and  wife  Catharine.  He  went  out  to  Ohio  in  1799,  helping  his  brother 
and  his  brother-in-law  clear  a  small  plot  of  land  to  which  the  two  families 
removed  during  that  winter;  their  planting  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  virgin 
arsa.  The  settlement  was  on  Rush  Creek,  in  what  became  Rushcreek  Township, 
Fairfield  County,  Ohio.  He  and  his  children  figured  prominently  in  the 
development  of  that  County,  and  many  of  his  descendants  have  been  connected 
with  that  area  to  this  day.  He  died  in  Fairfield  in  1846;  we  need  the  exact 
date,  and  would  like  to  locate  the  gravestone. 

In  1825,  John  and  Catharine  were  part  of  the  first  class  (11  members)  making 
up  the  Jerusalem  (German  Reformed)  Church,  at  Bremen. 
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Census  records  and  notes  in  Wiseman's  History  show  that  there  were  10 

children;  we  have  the  names  of  only  6.  These  were:- 

B-50  Joseph  Ashbaugh  -  born  about  1796  in  Huntingdon  County.  Died  in 
Fairfield  County,  Ohio,  between  June,  1841  and  July,  1842.  He 
married  in  Rushcreek  Township,  5  December,  1817,  Elizabeth  (Elsabel) 
Musser,  daughter  of  Theobald  Musser  and  wife  Christina  Binkley.  She 
was  born  at  Hagerstown , Md . ,  1796,  and  died  in  Perry  County,  Ohio, 

26  April,  1872.  She  is  buried  in  New  Bethel  Churchyard,  Perry  County; 
her  husband  Joseph  said  to  be  buried  in  the  Jerusalem  Churchyard  in 
Fairfield,  but  no  stone  located.  9  children,  of  whom  8  raised  large 
famil ies . 

B-51  David  Ashbaugh  -  born  1  January,  1800,  in  the  early  morning  hours 
of  the  new  century.  He  was  the  first  white  child  born  in  Rushcreek; 
lived  until  after  1880;  vital  data  desired.  Made  his  home  in  Fairfield 
Co,  until  about  1850,  then  moved  to  Hocking  County  and  spent  remain¬ 
ing  years  there.  Married  (1st)  in  Fairfield,  2  Feb.,  1820,  Mary 
Katharine  Blosser,  daughter  of  Abraham  and  Elizabeth;  after  the  birth 
of  9  children,  she  died.  Married  (2nd)  30  March,  1843,  the  widow 
Anna  Sherburn.  We  lack  all  details  re  her  birth,  death,  first  marriage 
and  possible  children  of  first  husband.  There  were  4  children  of  this 
2nd  marriage,  all  the  children  raising  large  families  in  Hocking  Co* 

B~52  Andrew  Ashbaugh  -  b.  14  Oct,,  1805;  died  27  June,  1888,  Topeka,  Kans. 
Married  12  May,"  1839,  Elizabeth  Davis,  daughter  of  Amos  Davis  and  wife 
Susanna  Leib,  of  Bremen.  She  was  born  13  Nov,,  1821.  and  died  12  Nov* 
1884.  Their  four  children  raised  families.  One  descendant  was  the 
late  Lewis  Eugene  Ashbaugh,  a  civil  engineer  who  was  an  early  associate 
of  President  Herbert  Hoover  on  engineering  projects  in  Australia,  and 
who  compiled  data  on  this  branch  of  the  Ashbaugh  family  until  his  death 

B-54  F,lizabeth  Ashbaugh  -  b.  4  May,  1810;  died  25  Feb.,  1878.  Married  in 
1832,  Abaolera  McCormick,  a  prominent  farmer  of  Perry  County.  He  was  b. 
2  Feb.,  1809,  in  Perry,  and  died  there  on  the  home  farm  in  Monday  Creek 
Township  6  May,  1899.  (Parents  Hugh  McCormick  and  Martha  Martin.) 

All  their  6  children  married,  leaving  large  families. 

B-55  Margaret  B,  Ashbaugh  -  born  1812;  died  1882.  Exact  dates  sought. 

She  married  George  Black  McCandlish  13  Oct.,  1831,  in  Fairfield  Co. 

He  was  the  son  of  Anthony  McCandlish  and  wife  ^ancy  Black,  per  the 
published  history  of  this  family;  however,  some  descendants  claim  his 
father  was  Robert  McCandlish.  Census  and  vital  statistics  confirm  his 
birth  as  1809,  in  Ohio.  He  died  in  November,  1831.  Both  are  buried 
in  Jerusalem  Churchyard  (Reformed  Church)  Bremen,  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio. 

7  of  their  8  children  raised  families. 

B-57  John  Seymour  Ashbaugh  -  Born  1817.  Death  date  not  kn&wn*  He  marr. 

in  Rushcreek.,  25  October,  1838,  Catherine  LeCrone  or  Lekrone,  daughter 
of  Christian  Leckrone,  whose  family  used  the  two  different  sp. 

She  was  born  in  Pennsyl vania^in  1821,  and  came  with  parents  to  Rush- 
ville  about  1838.  Catharine's  mother  was  Catharine  Sprinkle,  of  a 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  family.  4  children  were  born  in  Fairfield  Co. 
before  1852,  and  in  that  year  the  family  moved  to  Effingham  County, 
Illinois,  where  at  least  one  further  child  was  born.  Some  data  on 
this  branch  has  been  gleaned  from  the  Civil  War  records  of  a  son, 
William  W.  Ashbaugh.  C°  • 
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We  are  anxious  to  learn  anything  possible  about  the  4  unidentified  children 
of  the  foregoing  John  Ashbaugh  Junior,  Was  one  of  theta  the  Isaac  Ashbaugh 
of  Indiana  and  Iowa,  mentioned  above  under  Jacob  Ashbaugh  [B-23? 

.jQ^EPH  ASKBAUGh  [B-5]  Mentioned  in  Wiseman  as  having  gone  to  Kentucky  in 
the  early  days.  Does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  early  Penna.  or  Ohio 
records.  Perhaps  born  about  1777/78.  Wg  have  some  data  re  a  certain 
Joseph  Ashbaugh  of  early  Kentucky,  but  the  records  are  still  too  frag- 
mentary  for  inclusion  irt  this  connection. 

HENRY  ASHBAUGH  [B-6]  Mentioned  by  some  relatives  in  early  notes  and 
correspondence  as  '’died  young  -  not  married."  Presumably  John  Sr. 
would  have  had  at  least  one  child  named  for  his  own  father,  for 
there  was  no  estrangement  to  void  the  observance  of  this  unfailing 
German  tradition.  There  was  a  certain  Henry  Ashbaugh  in  Bloom  ^ownship, 
Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio,  at  the  1820  census,  head  of  a  large  family,  and  for 
whom  we  have  no  further  data.  Any  further  light  on  this  man  urgently 
sought . 

CATHARINE  ASHBAUGH  [B-7]  Born  about  1780-81  in  Huntingdon  Co.,  Pa,, 

and  probably  died  in  Fairfield  Co.,  Ohio.  Death  record  and  monument 
not  found.  Married  in  Fairfield,  19  August,  1802,  Asa  or  Esau  Johnson. 
Esau's  father,  Edward  Johnson  or  Johnston,  came  from  Penna.  in  pioneer 
days  with  entire  family.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  large  number  of  child- 
ren;  we  have  the  names  of  only  a  few  of  the  younger  of  these:-

Ruahcreek  Township,  23  January,  1847.  Married,  Fairfield  Co.,  31  Dec., 
1811,  Mary  Elizabeth  Musser,  daughter  of  Theobald  Musser  and  Christine 
Binkley,  Mary  E.  was  born  23  June,  1793,  and  died  sometime  after  1871, 
probably  at  Winchester,  Randolph  County,  Indiana. 

Frederick  served  in  the  War  of  1812,  aa  a  private  in  the  Ohio  Militia, 
under  Capt.  Peter  Lamb.  He  had  appeared  on  the  voters  list  in  Fairfield 
Co.,  1804,  and  was  on  the  earliest  tax  lists  and  census  enumerations  for 
the  County.  In  1817  he  bought  his  older  brother  Andrew's  farm  in  Section  12, 
Rushcreek,  and  spent  his  life  there  as  a  farmer.  Children: - 

B-80  Sarah  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1812/  married  27  Aug.,  1829,  George  Spangler. 

son  of  Henry  and  Catharine  Spangler.  Moved  to  Randolph  Co.,  Irid., 
w^th  a  large  family. 
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B~81  >)acob  Ashbaugh  -  b,  1813.  Married  7  November,  1839,  Catharine  Spohn. 
5  children  and  numerous  descendants. 

B-82  Rebecca  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1815/died  1833.  Unmarried. 

B-83  Mahal a  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1818/d.  1835.  Unmarried. 

B-84  Eliza  Ashbaugh  (may  have  had  a  middle  name  “Margaret)  b.  about  1822; 

married  8  June,  1843,  Robert  Shugart .  Made  home  at  Lancaster,  where 
three  children  were  born. 

B-85  Miriam  Ashbaugh  -  b.  2  Aug.,  1824;  d .  30  Uct.,  1857.  Married 

17  Oct.,  1844,  Joseph  S.  Stuckey,  whom  I  have  noted  as  a  son  of  a 
Judge  Joseph  Stuckey  and  wife  Mary  Ream  -  proof  desired.  After  three 
children  were  born  to  Miriam,  she  died,  and  after  her  early  death 
Joseph  remarried  twice,  to  ^eah  Myers  and  Margaret  Catharine  Bentz. 

B-86  Emma  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1827;  d.  2  Oct.,  1.904,  Blackford  Co.,  Indiana.

B-87  Mary  Ashbaugh  -  b.  1828;  died  unmarried  in  Blackford  Co.,  Indiana, 
sometime  after  1893. 

B-88  Anna  Elizabeth  Ashbaugh  -  b .  about  1830.  Married  15  Nov.,  1849, 

Henry  Wyer.  Names  of  3  children  known.  Additional  details  needed. 

In  addition  to  these  children,  sorae  early  sources  referred  to  children 
John  S,  and  Robert  as  probably  belonging  to  this  couple*  The  estate  records 
re  Frederick’s  property  doe  not  bear  out  the  inclusion,  and  these  are  un- 
doubted iy  the  John  Seymour  Ashbaugh  and  Robert  Ashbaugh  of  the  other  branches, 
who  nevertheless  were  near  neighbors.

NOTE:  In  the  History  now  under  preparation,  the  Immigrant  Ancestor  is  given 

the  letter  "A'*  for  identification;  his  son  John  receives  the  letter  M B*‘  and 

this  son  the  letter  "C"  because  he  appears  to  be  the  2nd  son.  Every  descen¬ 
dant  of  this  branch  will  be  identified  with  a  number  prefixed  by  "C". 

Parentage  -  Father :  Johann  Heinrich  Eschbach,  who  came  to  North  America  in 
1738,  and  who  made  his  home  ih  York  (now  Adams)  County,  Pa.,  and  removed  to 
Huntingdon,  Huntingdon  Co.,  Pa.,  in  old  age.  Born  1706;  d,  1789,  Huntingdon. 
Mother :  Maria  El isabetha  _  who  died  at  Huntingdon  in  1792. 

Birth  -  Estimated  from  his  children* s  ages  as  about  1735  to  1740,  either  in 
the  German  Palatinate  or  near  Philadelphia,  depending  on  date.  Christening 
and  birth  date  urgently  desired. 

Marriage  -  Date  and  place  needed.  Probably  in  the  York/Adams  area. 

Wife  -  Maria  Artemesia  - _ .  (Dessime,  Addesisaa,  Odessima,  etc.)  Family 

name,  and  birth  date  and  place  needed.  She  died  in  Adams  Co.,  Pa.,  1819. 
Monument  inscription  or  church  record  of  death  sought. 

Earliest  Record  -  Joined  with  father  in  a  "Caveat"  or  land  title  action  in  1765, 
in  what  is  now  Adams  Co.,  Pa.,  to  protect  title  to  his  home  farm  from  the 
threatened  encroachment  of  new  settlers,.  Assumed  to  be  a  deed-holder  prior 
to  that  date. 

Family  Home  -  "Andrews  Burgh*'  (name  later  changed  to  "Speedwell")  in  Mountjoy 
nship.  Surveyed  June,  1768.  Adjoined  farm  of  his  father.  121-f  acres. 

Other  adjoining  neighbors  were  Patrick  McSherry,  Charles  Wilson,  Thomas  Weems, 
and  the  widow  and  heirs  of  Adam  Lynn.  ( ^he  McSherry  lands  had  first  been  owned 
by  Anthony  Sells,  a  relative-in-law,  &  sold  by  latter  before  1765.) 

I  would  like  some  day  to  do  an  abstract  of  title,  tracing  this  land  for  pre¬ 
sent  identification,  to  see  if  there  are  any  family  gravestones. 

At  the  time  this  tract  was  first  settled,  it  was  thought  to  be  under  the 
control  of  [Baltimore  County]  Maryland,  and  is  nearly  on  the  State  Line. 
Pennsylvania  control  and  land  titles  prevailed;  this  demarkation  was  confirmed 
with  the  running  of  the  Mason  fie  Dixon  Line.  Thus  Baltimore  Co.  early  records 
may  throw  some  light  on  this  family. 

Occupat ion  -  Farmer.  Probably  also  a  potter,  for  among  both  his  own  children 
and  his  nephews,  this  craft  was  practiced,  continuing  for  several  generations.

Religion  -  He  is  named  in  an  early  history  as  one  of  the  subscribing  &  founding 
members  of  the  "Marks"  German  Reformed  Church,  in  Adams  Co.,  in  1789.  One 
of  his  brothers,  who  moved  fro®  Adams  in  1773,  was  of  the  same  faith;  probably, 
but  not  positively,  the  family  faith. 

Estate  -  Recorded  in  Adams  Co.,  Pa.  List  of  heirs  no  longer  available  in  full; 
he  had  distributed  much  of  his  estate  to  his  different  children  during  his 
lifetime,  and  left  a  special  listing  of  the  amounts,  which  was  originally  used 
in  determining  final  payments.  This  list  seems  to  have  been  lost. 

Death  -  12  March,  1814,  on  home  farm.  Church  and  gravestone  data  needed.

ADAM  ASHBAUGH  CC— 1 3  Mentioned  in  father's  estate  records,  but  in  no  other  ,‘-.c  > 

record  in  York/Adams  County Thus  we  know  he  exists,  and 
calculate  that  he  reached  manhood  and  removed  from  the 
area  before  taxation  lists  commence.  Be  received  his  patrimony  and  removed 
long  before  his  father's  death. 

By  process  of  elimination,  he  appears  to  be  identical  —  no  proof  --  with  the 
Adam  Ashbaugh  who  in  the  late  1700' s  lived  in  western  Pennsylvania,  in  the  areas 
where  two  of  Andrew's  younger  sons  settled  soon  after  their  parents'  deaths.

in  the  family  receive  the  letters  MB"  and  MC",  this  son  Frederick  is  coded 

as  "D". 

Parentage  -  Father :  Johann  Heinrich  Eschbach,  who  came  to  North  America 
in  1738,  and  who  made  his  home  in  York  [now  Adams]  County,  Pa.,  and  re¬ 
moved  from  there  to  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.  Bot'n  1706,  d.  1789,  Huntingdon. 
Mother:  Maria  Elisabetha  ] _ [  who  died  at  Huntingdon  in  1792. 

Birth  -  About  1748,  calculated  from  the  birth  dates  of  his  children.  No 
doubt  in  Pennsylvania,  but  the  place  and  exact  date  are  needed.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  find  a  christening  record. 

Marriage  -  Date  and  place  needed.  His  father's  home,  and  the  home  of  his 
wife's  parents,  were  in  the  Mount joy  area,  Adams  County,  Pa.  (At  that  time 
the  land  was  still  within  York  County.)  Probably  in  late  1770  or  early  1771. 

Wife  -  Sophia  Sells,  born  26  Nov.,  1756,  near  Littlestown  [now  Adams  Co.J 
Penna.  Died  before  1818  in  Bertie  Township,  County  Lincoln,  Ontario,  Can. 

Daughter  of  Anthony  and  Catherine  ] _ [  Sells.  The  father  Anthony 

originally  owned  the  farm  adjoining  Frederick's  father  Henry  Ashbaugh, 
but  sold  and  moved  to  another  part  of  the  County  by  1765. 

Family  homes  -  Held  lots  8,  9,  54,  and  55,  facing  across  Allegheny  St., 
at  the  Market  Place,  in  Huntingdon  Town.  Also  owned  farm  lands  in  that 
County,  while  under  Bedford  County  jurisdiction.  Removed  with  family  to 
Hagerstown,  Washington  County,  Maryland,  where  he  established  a  pottery 
adjoining  the  Courthouse  Square;  also  owned  acreage  at  the  edge  of  the 
town,  in  what  is  now  "Funkstown  district",  from  which  he  took  clay  for 
the  pottery  and  brick  works,  and  on  which  he  built  a  home  in  which  the 
family  no  doubt  lived.  By  1799  he  reached  Ontario,  Canada,  building  a 
pottery  just  outside  Fort  Erie,  and  on  which  is  presently  located  the 
McAfee  Graveyard,  on  the  Memorial  Highway.  Excavations  for  the  highway 
turned  up  many  "discards"  and  shards  from  the  kiln,  and  I  was  fortunate 
in  securing  a  fine  example  of  an  old  "Brownstone  Ware"  deep  crock.

Estate  -  Recorded  at  Surrogate  Court  of  County  Lincoln,  Ontario,  Canada. 
Probate  date  15  Dec,,  1818,  in  then  "District  of  Niagara,  of  the  Province 
of  Upper  Canada." 

Family  Bible  -  None  found  to  date.  Urgently  needed. 

Peath  -  Date  needed;  no  monument  in  the  little  cemetery  on  the  land  he 
occupied  at  death.

Huntingdon  Borough  is  founded  in  Barree  Twp,,  Cumberland  Co.,  Pa. 
The  History  of  Huntingdon  states:  “Frederick  Ashbaugh  was  one  of 
the  first  settlers.  It  is  significant  that  Frederick's  brother- 
in-law,  Ludwig  Sells ,  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  and  first 
officials  o i  Huntingdon,  leaving  the  Mount, joy  area  very  early, 
ihe  parents  of  both  -  Henry  Es ehbach  and  Anthony  Sell  -  also 
followed .  Actual  date  of  settlement  desired,  to  confirm  birth¬ 
places  of  the  children. 

Latest  possible  marriage  date,  since  a  son  was  born  March,  1772. 

*  here  were  numerous  churches  of  German  membership  in  the  Mountjoy 
neighborhood,  whose  records  are  well  preserved;  but  there  seem 
to  be  no  records  from  the  pioneer  days  of  Huntingdon  -  -  most  of 
whose  settlers  were  of  English  ancestry  and  different  religious 

faiths.  1  suspect  the  marriage  may  have  taken  place  in  the  Hun¬ 
tingdon  vicinity. 

Ihe  old  Ashbaugh  and  Sells  families  still  owned  ail  their  property 
of  record,  in  the  York/ Adams  County  farmlands.  Disposal  started 
soon  afterward.

"of  Washington  County"  which  means  he  had  physically  arrived  there, 
although  his  family  may  still  have  been  in  the  Huntingdon  home.  These 
were  the  city  lots  on  which  he  established  his  pottery.

1799  20  April  -  Frederick  and  Sophia  sell  their  "farm"  in  Locust 

Bottom;  she  appears  in  courthouse  to  personally  acknowledge  deed. 

1799  Frederick  Ashbaugh  and  wife  ^ophia  sell  their  adjoining  lots  in 
center  of  Hagerstown  '’Elizabeth  Town"  to  De  Vault  Lysinger. 

She  appears  in  court  to  acknowledge  the  deed,  on  28  October. 

[Note  -  This  kiln  was  operated  for  many  years  by  Lysinger  and 
Bell.  The  Bell  family  went  down  from  Hagerstown  to  establish 
a  kiln  in  the  Shenandoah  valley;  some  sort  of  relationship  was 
established  under  which  Frederick's  grandchildren  by  his  son 
David  lived  with  "an  old  pottery  man  named  Bell,  a  German,"  when 
David’s  wife  Catherine  disappeared  without  a  trace.  This  Bell 
family  pottery  starred  the  tradition  of  the  renowned  "Shenandoah 
Ware . "] 

1799  23  December  -  Is  present  at  Chippewa,  on  the  Niagara  l<iver,  in 

Canada;  buys  land  on  the  river,  at  outskirts  of  Fort  Erie  settle¬ 
ment.  "Lots  5  and  6  in  the  Cross  Concession."  ^hese  were  orig¬ 
inally  about  100  acres  each,  but  were  reduced  in  size  due  to 
the  construction  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Niagara  Falls  Park,  which 
took  a  wide  strip  across  the  north  side  of  the  two  lots.  These 
lots  are  now  in  Welland  County,  Ontario.  Purchased  from  DeVau.lt 
Lyssinger  and  wife  Margaret,  of  Hagerstown  -  the  same  man  to 
whom  Frederick  sold  his  Hagerstown  pottery.  The  home  on  this 
property  passed  at  death  to  Samuel  McAfee,  with  a  home  reserved 
for  the  widowed  daughter  Catherine  Oliver. 

1804  His  old  pottery  in  Hagerstown  is  for  the  time  operated  by  Christian 
Fechtig  and  George  Vogelsang,  but  reverts  to  Lysinger  and  Bell. 

1.805  April  -  Sells  a  part  of  the  Bertie  lots,  County  Lincoln  (now 
County  Welland.)  His  wife  does  not  participate  in  deed,  so  we 
must  assume  she  had  died  sometime  earlier. 

1805  Buys  a  crown  grant  of  "Wastelands"  in  York  County,  Ontario  -  at 
Guelph  in  East  Gwillembury  Township.  Petition  says  he  has  "5  children." 

1808  Buys  additional  York  County  lands. 

1818  Makes  will  at  Bertie  Township,  County  Lincoln,  Ontario. 

20  January.  No  mention  of  wife,  so  she  must  definitely  have  died. 

1818  Will  is  entered  for  probate  -  15  December. 
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Children  of  Frederick  Aghbaugh  and  wife  Sophia  Sella. 

The  numbers  shown  for  each  are  the  index  numbers  being  used 
in  the  History  now  in  preparation. 

DAVID  ASH BA UGH  [D-l]  Born  14  March,  1772,  probably  at  Huntingdon  TOWrn, 

which  is  now  in  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.,  but  at  that  time 
in  Cumberland  Co.  Christened  with  younger  brothers  and  sis¬ 
ter  at  Hagerstown,  Washington  County,  Maryland,  Reformed  Congregation  Church, 
on  August  4,  1781.  Died  in  Nelson  County,  Ky, ,  between  May  and  July,  1834. 

Married  Catharine  Shoptaugh ,  daughter  of  John  Shoptaugh,  from  the  Berkely 
County,  Maryland  area.  At  that  time,  the  locality  was  within  Virginia,  but 
is  now  in  West  Virginia,  The  marriage  may  have  taken  place  in  the  Shenan¬ 
doah  valley,  where  the  various  families  had  connections. 


David  appears  in  Washington  County,  Md. ,  October  3,  1792,  in  a  Coroner's  Suit. 
Cause  and  outcome  ai-e  not  to  be  found  since  only  an  index  of  court  actions, 
apparently,  now  preserved.  Removed  sometime  after  1794,  but  prior  to  1800, 
to  Nelson  County,  Ky,  By  1820,  he  was  in  Grayson  County,  Ky.,  where  he  be¬ 
came  a  landowner.  Grayson  County,  and  its  neighbor,  Hart  County,  lost  all 
records  in  courthouse  fires. 

The  wife  "Katie"  is  supposed  to  have  disappeared  about  1812;  some  of  the 
descendants  claim  she  had  had  several  marriages,  and  left  David  Ashbaugh  to 
go  off  with  another;  others  suggest  she  was  carried  off  in  the  indian  and 
local  fighting  that  accompanied  the  war.  In  any  case,  David  remarried,  by 
1813,  A  Widow  Elizabeth  Kirkpatrick.  Date  and  place  of  the  marriage  needed; 
she  had  one  son  James  Kirkpatrick  who  was  "of  age"  in  1813.  '^he  husband's 
Christian  name  is  not  known,  but  he  probably  lived  in  Nelson  County  prior  to 
death.  Elizabeth  survived  David  and  inherited  his  estate. 

David  and  Elizabeth  seem  to  have  abandoned  the  children  of  the  first  marriage, 
for  they  were  placed  with  different  relatives  and  family  friends.  The  children 
have  been  determined  to  be:

ancestors  of  the  Compiler,  Louis  Duermyer.

There  was  a  Christopher  Ashbaugh,  born  about  1800,  who  settled  in 
Morgan  County , Ill inois  early  in  the  settlement  of  that  county,  and  whose 
census  records  shown  "born  in  Kentucky."  He  raised  a  large  family,  with 
many  descendants.  For  the  present,  we  suspect  this  to  be  our  missing 
"uncle . "
